St. John Ervine makes the following observations about 
culture in the United States: 


"It is, I think, true to say that the material progress of America 


has enormously surpassed the intellectual progress. That is why a 
European, visiting in the United States, is disconcerted to find men 
of immense power in business talking like children in an elementary 
school about literature and art. 


"It tras this absorption in material things which, tho it has made 


American domestic life easily the most comfortable in the world, left 
America so completely at the mercy of the old and ravenous diplo- 
mats of Europe in the peace conference. 
Culture, given by contem- 


plation of art and literature, is the power to know and understand hu- 
man nature and motives. Centuries of familiarity with the garnered 
beauty and learning of the world have gone to the making of the Eu- 
ropean statesman, but only a generation or two of intimate knowledge 
of great businesses and machinery had gone to the making of the 
American delegation. 


"The great expanse of America, the fact that Its resources «r* 


still undeveloped, and that fortunes seem very easily to be made by 
men whose wits are both agile and accommodating, make the re- 
appearance of its high general culture difficult. 
The standards of 


America are constantly being displaced by the irruption of newly en- 
riched men, who pass from poverty to affluence so rapidly that while 
they have the means for a life of culture, they have not the mentatity 
for it."
